On the 2nd October, 1983, information was received by 
Shri Ravindra Singh Sub-Inspector about the presence of a 
gang of dacoit Kashi alias Baba hiding alongwith a kidnapee 
in the standing crops near villaigc Nagla Mohan. He along¬ 
with Shri Ashok Kuraar Rawnt, Sub-Inspector and a few 
other Police personnel went to village Nagla Mohan.

There, were simultaneoas bomb blasts in various parts of 
Delhi and nei^bouring States in the second week of May, 
1985, resulting in deaths and injuries to large number of per¬ 
sons, Besides the sense of insecurity, such blasts had also 
potential of triggering of reactions causing serious communal 
riots In Delhi and elsewhere. 

On the 11th May, 1985. information about some suspicious 
activities in the house of Kartar Singh Narang of West Patel 
Nagar, was received at Police Station Patel Nagar, New 
Delhi. It was suspected that the other co-conspirators might 
visit the house of Narang on the next day that being a 
Sunday. Around the clock watch was kept on his house by 
the police narty of 12 Sub-Inspectors and 2 Constables all 
armed and in plain clothes. The party was divided into four 
groups to keep a watch and conduct raid at the appropriate 
time. 

On the 12th May, 1985, at about 2.00 P.M.. when the 
above officers were present in their turn, two suspicious look¬ 
ing persons came near the house. The officers challen.^d 
them.. On this one Man Mohan S'ingh Bajaj took out his 
weapon and attempted to fire at the Police party. Before he 
could fire. Sub-Inspector Dharam Vir Gupta caught hold ot 
the hand f-mly and Constable Snkhnal caught hold of h/m, 
from behind. He was very strong and he kept on kickim? 
and causing injury to ott^er Sub-Inspectors Mancbanda and 
Sushil Kumar. Though injured, Sub-Insnector Sushil Kumar 
caught Narang, who attacked the Police party with an iron 
rod. v^’milarly, Sub-Insnector Dharam Pal Singh cauahf hold 
of Mohinder Singh Oberoi. who attacked the Police party 
with a ‘Kirpan'. These three extremists were the key cons¬ 
pirators in the bomb blast cases. These extremists were ap¬ 
prehended alive through this encounter by the Police party.
